SINE of the features of transportation in 


Cairo is the donkey riding. Every 
morning by nine o'clock, at certain 


street corners, the donkey boys gather 
with their donkeys, all saddled and 
bridled, ready for any chance customers 
that may happen along. x 
As the regular season for tourists is in winter or 
spring, there was great competition over the few 
stray travelers like ourselves who were there dur- 
ing the hot davs of August. After many aud oft- 
repeated importunities from many of these thrifty 
and unique bread-winners, we finally chose two 
who could talk very good English, and who 
eagerly promised to take us anywhere we might 
desire to go, on their accomplished and faithful 
beasts, named respectively “Yankee Doodle” 
and * Prince Heinrich” > 
1 Many of our most enjoyable tours in and about 
Cairo were thus taken on donkey-back. The 
donkeys are such gentle and sturdy creatures, nnd 
of such nimble and sure footsteps, that it was a 
ym pom to settle ourselves on their safe 
little jacks, and gaze without hindrance at the 
many interesting scenes through which they car- 
tied us. This seems the only way to go through 
the Arab quarters of the city, where in many 
places the streets are often so narrow that one can 
almost span them with outstretched arms.

We ate our lunch in the shadow of this obelisk, 
seated on the base of the: railing by which it is 
surrounded, with the boys and their donkeys 
resting at, a little distance, and the gentle wind in 
the corn leaves around murmuring a song of the 
old and the new. On our return from Heliopolis, 
and on another road, we passed the Virgin’s tree, 
which marks the spot where the Virgin and Child 
are supposed to haye rested in their flight into 
[he present tree is à successor to the origi-

nal, which died of old age in 1659, and the remains

of which have been preserved by the old monks as 
a precious relie. Near the rent, broken and 
spreading branches of the present tree, which is 
inelosed by a railing, is the clear flowing spring of 
fresh water which, according to oldest and most 
reliable historical accounts, is the cause of the 
growing. of rare and. nowhere-else-to-be-found 
balsam shrubs which thrive here. According to 
an old legend, the Virgin washed the Saviour’s 
swaddling clothes in this spring, and wherever à 
drop fell from them on to the soil, a balsam he 
sprang up. The Arabs have named this garden 
containing the Virgin’s tree and fountain the

We took the queer-looking flat 
boat, with one sail, which ferried us over the Nile 
to the island, and where, besides the historic spot 
marking the finding of Moses, there is a garden 
filled with beautiful trees, shrubs and flowers. 
The intricate lanes and embowered pathways were 
delightfully pleasant walk through, after so 
many miles of the dry and barren roadways and

Streets. 

At the south end of the garden and island is the 
Nilometer (Mikyàs), Nile measurer, which was 
built in 716 4. D. by Omayyad Khalif Suleyman. 
This is a sort of well, sixteen feet in diameter, having 
in the centre an octagonal column on which still 
remain the ancient Arabic inscriptions. There are 
also Cufic inscriptions the column and on 
marble slabs built into the walls, which refer to 
restorations of the Nilometer, the last of which was 
in 1893. 

The office of measuring the water is very impor- 
tant, and is intrusted to a sheik, who, in the inun- 
dation season, carefully watches the rise of the Nile, 
so that when the water reaches a certain height, as 
marked by the Nilometer, he proclaims the 
which is the signal for the cutting of the embank- 
ments of the irrigation canals. Then follow festi- 
vals and merry-makings of all sorts, for the Nile has 
at last brought on its full bosom blessings for all the 
land. 

There are various interesting holidays in con- 
nection with the rising of the Nile, which are very 
similar to-day to those which were observed during 
the reign of the Pharoahs. As the first sign of the 
rise of the river occurs with regular precision every 
year, on that particular night, the 17th of June, 
occurs the Festival of the Rising. It is called the 
“Night of the Drop,” for, according to the ancient 
Egyptian myth, on that night Isis drops a tear from 
heaven into the Nile, which causes it to rise, The 
old astrologers professed to calculate the precise 
hour when the sacred drop would fall, so the people 
were ready and waiting for this great occasion when 
they would spend the whole night on the river 
banks, practiemg all sorts of superstitious customs, 
In olden times they carried and threw into the 
stream little images as gifts in token of their thank- 
fulness for the blessed water which was to bring 
abundance and fruitfulness to the country. 

They still observe many of these old customs. 
Ohe of the most common is the placing of a piece 
of dough by each member of the eene on the roof 
of the house; if the dough rises, happiness is in 
store for the person who placed it there; if it fails to 
rise, the future is ominous. 
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Processions, with boys carrving flags, bands of 
music and many noisy demonstrations, accompany 
the proclamation that the Nile has reached its 
height. This festival occurs between the sixth 
and nineteenth of August, and is very interesting 
indeed. 

Near the north end of the island is the miracle- 
working tree of Saint Mandura. This is a tremen- 
douslv large nebk-tree, the branches of which are 
almost covered with rags torn from the garments of 
sick patients who come for healing. The belief is 
that, in order to insure recovery, the invalid must 
tie some of the cloth which has touched the affected 
part to the tree as an offering to the saint, then 
pluek two leaves and bind them on the diseased 
portion of the body, which is often instantaneously 
healed. , 

Recrossing the Nile, we took donkeys for a 
ride in and about the streets of Old Cairo, 
with its shops, its old Coptic churehes, con- 
vents and ruins from Ancient Egyptian, 
Roman and Arabic times. 

Many of the Copts—the oldest present 
race in Egypt—live in a quarter of Old 
Cairo which is within the ruins of the an- 
cient walls of the Roman castle of Babylon. 
To the left of the castle lies the Coptic church 
El-Mo'dliaka, or, “resting upon columns.” 
This is the oldest church in Babylon, and 
verv interesting are the legends connected 
with it. The voung Coptie maiden who 
showed us over the building could speak 
verv good English, and apparently enjoyed 
pointing out to us the pietures of the saints, 
the crypt where the Virgin and Child dwelt 
for a month during their sojourn in Egypt, 
the ancient baptismal font, ete. “Mind yore 
haid," she would say, when we were about 
to descend some dark stairway with a 
threatening ceiling, and then she would go 
on with her interesting legends. 

The Copts have & great veneration for the 

saints aan the Virgin, and on entering the 
church always first pay their homage to 
the pictures, then kneel before the altar and 
kiss the hand of the priest. The service 
often lasts for three hours, and as there are 
no the people stand, leaning on 
crutches, which they bring for the purpose. 
The Copts are the descendants of the 
Pharaohs, it is supposed, although it is only 
by an occasional word or sentence in the old 
Coptic language, which is similar or iden- 
tical to those found on the inscriptions in the 
tombs and temples, that leads to that sup- 
position, 
- [tis generally believed that 3t. Peter first 
preached Christianity to the Egvptians, and 
that ! sent Mark the Ix 
found and preside over the church at Alex- 
andria. For several hundred vears this was 
the foremost church in energy and learning 
in all Christendom. The Coptic churches in 
Cairo are part of that ancient branch of the 
primitive church. 

The Copts worship the Virgin Mary and the saints, 
in the English sense, not the Roman. They are 
very fond of having the lives of the saints read to 
them in the churches, and, as a rule, the people are 
all familiar with some version of the lives of the 
principal saints. 

Our little conductress seemed a perfect store- 
house of legendary lore, and when we came out of 
the ancient sanctuary we almost felt that we had 
seen and talked with St. George and Litte (Lady) 
Dimiana and St. Michael. 

As soon as we emerged into the street crowds of 
little children, from three to ten, followed us, hold- 
ing out their hands for bakshish, and pointing to 
the tattooed crosses on their wrists, uttered the 
magic word, “Christian!” as if that would entitle 
them to a generous donation. 

Our last view was of the old church in the back- 
ground and the line of children running after our

Among the objects that excite continual pity are 
the Egyptian women of all classes, but especially 
of those in the lower ranks, We print a picture 
of one of the better middle class, but even she has 
few privileges and still fewer opportunities for 
enjoying the larger side of life. Married often at 
the age of ten or twelve, deprived of her individ- 
uality, she is not only expected to be as obedient as a 
slave, but may at any time, whether in a 3 
weeks, months or years, be divorced by her hus- 
band, without even an explanation of the why 
of his action, and returned to her father, providing 
the. price of her dowry be returned with lor She 
must always be closely veiled, and on the street 
wears the ugly shabara, the black full mantle,

which makes her look not unlike a huge unwieldy 
bat. Even the poorest wear silver, copper or 
bead bracelets, earrings and ankle rings, while 
their arms, chests, chins, foreheads and cheeks are 
often covered with blue tatooing, Many a poor 
woman we saw carrying mortar on her head up and 
down the inclined boards leading from the ground 
to the second or third story of a building. Women 
were working in the fields and with the flocks; 
they were drawing or carrving water on every 
hand, and in all visible ways their lot would seem a 
hard one, yet there are signs of improvement and 
an awakening in many directions. The time was, 
and only a few years since, when school-boys were 
gained by eonscription, the same as soldiers, and 
80, often were taken from their parents by force and 
conducted to their lessons in chains. The many 
national and free schools now established have 
changed all this, and Egypt is on the way to better 
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times and more enlightened customs 
a new public opinion is being molded. ;

* How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet 
of him that bringeth good tidings," exclaimed the 
old Hebrew prophet. Mountains symbolize solid- 
ity and silent power. They voice aspiration, say- 
ing, “Come up higher, up on to these summits, and 
bathe in our first morning sunbeams.” 

Sanchonianthon, of Berytus; Confucius, Socrates, 
Jesus, Joan of Are, Lillian Whiting, of a country 
farm hillside among the lilacs, honevsuckles and 
roses that beautify the gardens of the Empire State 
—these and other great inspired souls left, and are 
leaving, & mighty spiritual impress upon the agone 
and the coming centuries. 

The basic foundation of the Roman Church is 
the authority traceable, it is claimed, through suc- 
cessive Popes to the “Head of the Church." The 
foundation of Calvinism is the Divine Sovereignty; 
of the Unitarians’ reason; of the Quakers, the inner 
voice of conscience; of the Theosophists, reincarna- 
tion and karma, and of the Spiritualists, Spirit— 
absolute and immutable, the synonym of conscious- 
ness, of life, of purpose, of will, wisdom and love 
in a word, God, personal and impersonal, imma- 
nent in and throuah all immensities and elements, 
the all-perfect life-giver, rightly denominated the 
Incomprehensible One. The human mind can 
comprehend only that which is inferior to itself. 


THE ABIDING FOUNDATION 


Spirit being the foundation, of which substances, 
atoms and molecules are the varying shadows and 
multi-shaped garments, all abiding things must nec- 
essarily be spiritual rather than material. There 
is the shell, the soul and the spirit of things, of which 
the orange may be a fitting illustration, the outer 
peel representing the shell, the more refined well- 
rounded pulp the soul, and the life-embodying seed 
the epirit—the latter afire with germinal force, pro- 
phetically symbolizing the future orange tree.

upon which science predicates the molecule and the 
lofty mountain and the far-distant planet, is un- 
seen even to the microscopic eye. Are atoms dem- 
onstrated realities, or are they working hypotheses? 


WHAT IS KNOWN OF ATOMS? 


Will some materialist, or materialistic spiritist, tell 
us what they know about atoms? Are they points 
of force, fluidic whirls, vortex rings or hypotheses? 
It is Lord Kelvin’s theory that matter is one meas- 
ureless, homogeneous fluid, the rotating parts fill- 
ing all space, the diversity being due to the arrange- 
ment ol component whirls and vortices. But ar- 
rangement implies force, motion, purpose. 

To say that matter is a combination of atoms is 
only saying that it is a combination of unknowables, 
The philosopher Berkeley denied in foto the exist- 
ence of matter. It is further said, by way of defi- 
nition, that matter is that which occupies space. 
But this does not aid in telling what matter is; it 
only specifies what matter does. But what makes 
it do? Do you say force? Aye, but what is force? 
Is it causative or negative, intelligent or non-intel- 
ligent? To pronounce it intelligent is to come 
squarely on to theistic grounds. To affirm that it 
is not intelligent thrusts the carping negationist 
into the pitiable arena of logically accounting for 
the knowable, such as consciousness, life, purpose, 
order, from two unknowables, matter and dove. 
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WHAT Is LAW? 


Law is not causative. Natural laws are not cre- 
ative. They originate nothing They are methods 
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discovered forces. 
iis Newton did 
not discover it. He only discovered its uniform 
process of action No philosophic mind confounds 
the process, the action, with the cause of the ac- 
tion.

aVitation, by which every atom, near or remote, 


seemingly acts instantaneously upon every other 
atom; but this invisible law does not pretend to act 
where matter is not. At best, all matter is but 
variously graded substance, visible or invisible, 
Its ubiquity in some state of being is unquestioned. 
Some savants, however, have unwisely questioned 
its reality. This is an extreme view. Manipulated 
and condensed, it becomes palpable. Invisible 
steam converted into ice is ay interesting example. 


THE INFILLING ETHER 


Science postulates the existence of an ethereal 
medium, the ether of space, through which heat, 
light and other forms of radiant energy are trans- 
mitted. This ether is said to be as pliable as air, 
infinitely elastic, frictionless, more rigid than steel, 
solid as adamantine, and yet, is absolutely invis- 
ible, invisible as are the intelligences that people the 
spaces above and around us. The five senses are 
not altogether illusive, as the Hindu Vedantists 
would say, neither are they infallible guides. They 
point toward, they assist, they are helps to the 
attainment of phenomenal facts and psychie truths. 

While there is a correlation of physical forces; 
while heat, light, chemical affinity, etc., may be 
converted into each other, they are never trans- 
formed into consciousness. Upon this fact scien- 
tists are in agreement. This would be as mor- 
ally impossible as that abandoned theory, “sponta- 
neous generation," which Huxley, Tyndall, Beale, 
Coues, Lodge, Virchow, Tonnebaum and other au- 
thoritative scientists pronounced, after a long series 
of crucial experiments, unproven, and more, an 
utter impossibility! An egg manufactured from 
wood or stone, and one produced by a barnyard 
fowl, though in shape, color and weight precisely 
alike, are not convertible into each other, neither 
are they equally productive.

The physical senses have to do with the objective 
in nature, with the physical body, which is a micro- 
cosm of the earthly elements and the auras from 
which it is composed and evolved, and the constitu- 
ents of which may be proximately determined by 
scientific analysis. The body does not feel, the eye 
does not see, but the conscious spirit feels through 
the body, sees through the eye and hears clair- 
audiently through the ear. The opening of these 
senses comes through concentration, trusting pas- 
sivity, the mastery of the lower nature and the 
persistent uplift of the better soul emotions, Sen- 
sation is manifest everywhere, from the amaba to 
the tenderest flower, onward to the more conscious, 
and upward to reasoning man with 12,000,000 brain 
cells, the crowning glory of nature. Impressions 
rush in upon man from every direction; but the 
conscious spirit, the divine go, while passively 
receiving these impressions fram ioaad objects, 
is not at this time in its highest stage of self-activ- 
ity. The sense perceptions do not philosophize. 
They are absorbing sponges; but when the essential 
spirit, conscious of its consciousness, cognizes these 
impressional phenomena and reflects upon them, it 
ascends to a higher form of activity. This may be 
denominated attention, coupled with persistence 
in search of truth;

Crucial investigation, research, reason and judg- 
ment, connected with intuition, compel convic- 
tion—compel the “I know."

SIGNAL DANGERS ALONG THE COAST 


Are there no dangers connected with the study of 
Spiritualism? They are manifold. And among 
them the artificial scheme of “developing mediums,” 
of “teaching slate-writing” and of believing the 
“thus saith” of every spirit, of opening the brain’s 
doors to every wandering ghost, of hypnotizing one 
another for development, of giving up the entire 
personality to the control of unseen entities behind 
the screen, of hunting for buried treasures, of patron- 
izing midnight materializations, of using stimulat- 
ing drinks after séances to restore the loss of vitality, 
of being promiscuously hypnotized to develop clair- 
voyance or elairaudience, and sitting in large pro- 
miscuous séances, hand in hand, in ill-ventilated 
rooms, singing “John Brown's body is mouldering 
inthe grave.” These rude séances are all too often 
the manufacturers of frauds and physical wrecks, 
and worse—they are the dismal dens of obsessions, 
leading to, if not plunging their victims into, hinatic 
asylums. Though as sorrowfully as sincere, I say 
deliberately that in my opinion seven-tenths of the 
insane in mad-houses are the obsessed subjects of 
visible or invisible hypnotists. 

Whether incarnate or discarnate, these hypno- 
tists are often selfish, gross and unclean. Some of 
them are very vampires. The psychic aura envel- 
oping therm is gray and cloudy, or dark as the shad- 
ows of Erebus. Their hypnotic touch is spiritually 
poisonous. 

No psychic experimentalist ever confounds hyp- 
notism and mesmerism. They are as unlike as 
spiritism and Spiritualism, or as selfish commercial- 
ism and altruistic socialism. à 

Spiritualism is absolutely non-sectarian, Its 
grand purpose was, as I conceive it,to demonstrate 
the fact of a future existence and substitute the “T 
know " for the “I believe?’ to enjoin scientific and 
secular education, rather than theological training; 
to lay the axe at the root and lead in all needed re- 
forms; to seize upon and assimilate every new 
thought that is a true thought; to put conduct and 
character in place of class or caste, whether based on 
blood or Kold: to quicken the innate moral nature, 
to inspire free thought and discovery, to spiritualize 
humanity and establish the wide world over the 
great principles of justice, mercy, equality of oppor- 
tunity and universal brotherhood.

All healing power, as an ultimate, is spirit relating 
to involution and evolution, but mostly to a potent, 
out-putting inyolution through the conscious | I 
will of the undying Ego, the immortal, indwelling 
God. All great, inspired souls who startle, moye 
and uplift the world are heaven-illumined and spirit- 
intoxicated, 
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hand, but of listening to the lectures of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson and Alfred R. Wallace, Convers- 
ing in his library upon matters radical and spiritual, 
Emerson remarked: “The universe is to me 
grand spiritual manifestation.’ And attending the 
Internationnl Association of Spiritualists in London, 
I listened to the following words of Wallace: 

“I have nothing new to tell about the phenom- 
ena of Spiritualism, but I can tell you what my 
Spiritualism has led me to. It has led me to a 
deep Consciousness of the needs of humanity, to a 
vast field of needed social reform, to devising the 
most effective method of helping the struggling poor 
to help themselves 
private ends for the universal good, and how to place 
the weary feet of millions of honest toilers upon the 
firm foundation of such altruistic prin 
when actualized, shall make daily 
blessing and a benediction.” 

"Give us your help," writes the eloquent Willard 
J. Hull, editor of the Light oj Truth, **so that the 
twentieth century may find Christ's gospel, Christ's 
economies, Christ's manliness, Christ's patience, for 
the first time in the history of Spiritualism, the one 
working hypothesis of those m. call themselves 
Spiritualists." 

Lillian Whiting, the brilliant. writer and author, 
thus adds her testimony: “True Spiritualism is 
simply the result—the inevitable result—of the full 
acceptance of the spiritual teachings of Jesus, of the 
love His presence inspired, of the authority of the 
inspirations of the Bible, and of the latter-day reve- 
lations of science.” 

The erudite Dr. E. D. Babbitt, in his magnificent 
work, “Religion as Revealed in the Material and 
Spiritual Universe," when afire with the spirit of 
truth, wrote: 

“The Christ of Nazareth, standing upon that spir- 
itual wave of old, baptizing with the spirit and with 
magnetic fire, winnowed the chaff from the wheat, 
and laid the ‘axe on the root of the tree’ of Phari- 
saic pride, selfishness and corruption. . . Each 
of us should live out the golden rule in daily life, and 
lay up spiritual treasures in heaven. There 
is an unsurpassed sweetness in these expressions of 
His, ‘Blessed are the merciful, for they shall obtain 
mercy. Blessed are the peace-makers; blessed are 
the pure in heart; blessed are they which are perse 
cuted for righteousness’ sake, for theirs is the ki 
dom of heaven,’ a heaven here and now." 

In its infinite reach and broad, vibrating expanse, 
Spiritualism means the manifesting God, the moth- 
erhood of nature and the brotherhood of man. It 
means this hour, this day and its duties—this day, 
and rightly making the most of it. It means the 
to-morrow—a future life—eternity. It means the 
energizing, overshadowing potency of the liberal- 
izing movements that gladden humanity under all 
skies. It means toleration, sympathy, brotherhood, 
temperance, anti-capital punishment, women's suf- 
frage, equality of opportunity, co-operative social- 
ism, arbitration and international peace, the higher 
Theosophy, the new thought and every other grand, 
redemptive movement that the gods are waiting to 
crown with victory. 

Putting in the background all non-essentials and 

Oriental speculations, our real needs are unity of 
purpose, concord of action in all constructive work 
and benevolent enterprises, whether initiated by 
ourselves or by the various religious denominations 
of the country. It is not dogma, but love—the ce- 
ment of love—that unites. Everyone's honest con- 
victions should be respected. None are infallible. 
It was Franklin in those old colonial times who told 
the Americans that if “they did not hang together, 
they would hang separately.” Certainly, in union 
there is strength, and temporal organizations for 
the dissemination of such great principles as the 
innate, infinite worth of man, and the grandeur of 
his destiny, are necessities. Forget the lines of the 
old hymn— 
Would He devote His sacred head for such a worm as I? 
This is the withering, wormy philosophy of a pitiful 
pessimism. Man is not a worm, but an embryo 
angel, a royal prince, germinally a son of God, “It 
doth not yet a ypear,”” wrote the apostle, ‘what 
we shall be.” Wayside weeds, when cultivated by 
tender hands, become garden flowers, 
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Setting aside just now the thought and knowledge 
of fakes and fraud infestations under the name of 
mediums, and forgetting the mediumistic wrecks 
that once posed along the coast-line of spiritism, 
I feel to say-—and say it pressingly—that the word 
“medium” is not the most appropriate word to 
apply to those who, consciously or unconsciously, 
function between the worlds visible and invisible, 
It is too coarse and material, It is too devoid, by 
general usage, of sensitiveness, A door hinge is a 
medium for a swinging door. A railway is a me- 
dium for freight and cattle conveyance. A rifle is 
a medium in wicked hands for murder. 

The more proper words and terms, considering 
the moral nature, the personal responsibility and 
true soul unfoldment, are sensitives, seers or psychic 
intermediaries. These words, philologically consid- 
ered, admit of the widest and deepest significance, 
and those worthy of them become spiritual kings 
and queens—the message-bearers from an enzoning, 
overarching cloud of witnesses, the Olympian lin- 
dens gracing the mountain tops, catching the first 
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rising sunbeams of inspiration and transmitting 
them downward to feed the hungering souls of 
humanity! 

A VOICE FROM THE SILENCE 

To your tents, O Israel! the Israel of to-day, and 
listen! On a mossy line of marble pillars fronting 
Herod's temple off from the court of the Gentiles, 
was inscribed in Greek and Latin, “No foreigner 
may go farther under penalty of death.”

AR is the great destroyer. It always 
tears down and never builds up. 

And yet fear has no basis in Truth. 
It is created by our own Imaginations 
and is due solely to a lack of faith 
or confidence in that Power which 
guides and upholds the universe. 

One of the grand aims of the New 
Thought movement is to forever dis- 
pel fear from the human soul and to 
replace it with a calm, serene, quiet 
confidence in the stability and good- 
ness of the One Life which manifests 
in our individual lives. 

There is only One Life in the universe, and we 
are a part of that Life. Why, then, should we 
fear? 

Our fears alone create the evils which come upon 
us. Our fears alone give life and substance to the 
forces which seem to oppose us. 

Through a well-known psychic law we tend to 
attract those things which we fear. Thought is a 
mighty, creative power, and if we indulge in fear 
thoughts as a matter of habit, we get corresponding 
results. 

We are like a little child who, with tense nerves 
and straining muscles, watches in the dark for the 
bogey-man to come. 

But all fear is due to ignorance. We fear that 
which we do not understand, In proportion as we 
become familiar with forces of nature and learn 
how to employ them we find them friendly and 
good. The savage looks with awe and dread upon 
the manifestations of electricity, while to civilized 
man it is an almost indispensable addition to his 
comfort and well-being. 

“But how about accidents?" someone may ask, 
* Do we not sometimes meet with horrible calami- 
ties that come to us out of a clear sky, and have 
we not cause for fear in these?" All accidents come 
to us by the inevitable action of psychie law. 
Somewhere and somehow we ourselves set in opera- 
tion the cause which makes possible all the acci- 
dents—so-called—which come to us. 

The one who has an all-powerful faith and trust 
in the eternal goodness of things, who is willing 
to give up his own personal will and be guided by the 
Will of the universe, will find himself attracted to 
paths of peace and harmony and protected from 
such disintegrating forces as he is not prepared to 
meet, 

By faith, calm and serene, vou attract to yourself 
vibrations of harmony. You enter upon harmoni- 
ous relations with all the universe. You see your- 
self as a part of the One Life, which is altogether 
good, and fear departs from you. The elements 
and all the forces of nature become your cherished 
friends.

Naturally, Mrs, Besant, having these opinions, 
upholds the practices of the Roman Catholic and 
Anglican churches as against those of the ¢vangel- 
ical bodies. In accordance with her view that a 
sacrament is both a symbol of divine truth and an 
actual “method by which the energies of the in- 
visible world are transmuted into action in the 
physical,” as “literally as in the galvanic cell chem- 
ical energies are changed into electrical," she adopts 


the definition of sacrament as given in the Cate-" 


chism of the Church of England: “An outward 
and visible sign of an inward and spiritual grace 
given unto us, ordained by Christ Himself, as a 
means whereby we receive the same and a pledge 
to assure us thereof.” “In this definition," she 
says, "we find laid down the two distinguishing 
characteristics of a sacrament. ‘The ‘outward and 
visible sign’ is the pictorial allegory, and the phrase, 
the ‘means whereby we receive the’ ‘inward and 
spiritual grace’ covers the second property.” The 
phraseology of the Episcopal Catechism distinctly 
alleges, Mrs. Besant repeats, that the sacrament is 
literally a means whereby the grace is conveyed, 
and that without it grace does not pass, at least in 
the same fashion, from the spiritual to the physical 
world. In this connection she imposes upon the 
discussion the theosophical view of the nature of the 
spiritual world: 

“In order to understand a sacrament it is neces- 
sary that we should definitely recognize the exist- 
ence of an occult, or hidden side of nature; this is 
spoken of as the life-side of nature, the conscious- 
ness side, more accurately, the mind in nature. 
Underlying all sacramental action, there is the be- 
lief that the invisible world exercises a potent influ- 
ence over the visible, and to understand a sacrament 
we must understand something of the invisible in- 
telligences who administer nature. Sot 

“From the standpoint of occultism there is no 
dead force and no dead matter. Force and matter 
alike are living and active, and an energy, or group 
of energies, is the veil of an intelligence, of a con- 
sciousness, who has that energy as his outer ex- 
pression, and the matter in which that energy moves 
yields a form which he guides or ensouls. 

“These numberless lives, above and below man, 
come into touch with human consciousness in very 
definite ways, and among these ways are sounds 
and colors. ses 

“In communicating with the higher intelligences 
certain sounds are useful, to create a harmonious 
atmosphere, suitable for their activities, and to 
make our own subtle bodies receptive of their 
influences. 

“The effect on the subtle bodies is a most im- 
portant part of the occult use of sounds. These 
bodies, like the physical, are in constant vibratory 
motion, the vibrations changing with every thought 
or desire. These changing, irregular vibrations 
offer an obstacle to any fresh vibration coming from 
the outside, and, in order to render the body sus- 
ceptible to the higher Influences, sounds are used 
which reduce the irregular vibrations to a steady 
rhythm, like in its nature to the rhythm of the 
intelligence sought to be reached. The object of all 
oft-repeated sentences is to effect this, as a musician 
sounds the same note over and over again, until all 
the instruments are in tune. ‘The subtle bodies 
must be tuned to the note of the béing sought, if 
his influence is to find free way through the nature 
of the worshiper, and this was ever done of old 
through the use of sounds. Hence, music has ever 
formed an integral part of worship, and certain

liar character called ‘words of power,’ consisting 
of sentences in a particular language chanted in a 
icular way."

“In every re 


' author gives examples of these sentences in 
the Sanskrit “mantras,” the effect of chanting which 
“is to create vibrations, hence forms, in the physical 
and superphysical worlds,” and the extent of whose 
influence is “according to the knowledge and purity 
of the singer.’ “If his knowledge be wide and 
deep, if his will be strong and his heart pure, there 
is scarcely any limit to the powers he may exercise 
in using some of these ancient mantras.” 

So in the Roman Catholic Church, aceording to 
Mrs, Besant, the Latin is used in chants not "to 
hide knowledge from the people,” but in order that 
“certain vibrations may be set up in the invisible 
worlds which cannot be set up in the ordinary lan- 
guages of Europe, unless a great oceultist should 
compose in them the necessary successions of 
sound,” 

From the emotive and moral effects on the hearer 
of the Latin chants, the author passes to their 
physical results in the higher worlds. They appeal, 
she says, “to the intelligences in those worlds with 
a meaning as definite as the words addressed by one 
person to another on the physical plane, whether as 
prayer or, in some cases, As command.” 

The next essential part of the sacrament is, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Besant, “The Sign." “Pach sign," 
she says, “has its own particular meaning, and 
marks the direction imposed on the invisible forces 
with which the celebrant is dealing, whether these 
forces be his own or poured through him. In any 
case, they are needed to bring about the desired 
result, and they are an essential portion of the 
sacramental rite.” 

Holding such views of the power of magie, it is 
not surprising to find the author turning to the 
Egyptian “Book of the Dead,” as well as to the 
gospel of early Christian mysticism, the “Pistis 
Sophia,” for illustrations of the value to the soul 
in its journey from this to the other world of the 
possession of the oecult Word and Sign. 

The last requisite of a sacrament, in this theory, 
is that some physical material] be used. "This not 
only serves as a symbol, but also actually forms a 
“material means of conveying the grace'"" for which 
"high ends" a "subtle change in the material adapts 
it." The etherie theory of the physical construc- 
tion of the universe is used by Mrs: Besant to ex- 
plain the secret of how this change, as well as. kin- 
dred miracles of magnetic healing, ètc., is accom- 
plished : 

"In a sacrament magnetic changes are caused in 
the ether of the physical substance, and the subtle 
counterparts are affected according to the knowl- 
edge, purity and devotion of the celebrant who 
magnetizes—or, in the religious term, consecrates— 
it. Further, the Word and the Sign of Power sum- 
mon to the celebration the angels specially concerned 
with the materials used and the nature of the act 
performed, nnd they lend their powerful aid, pour- 
ing their own magnetic energies into the subtle 
counterparts, and even into the physical ether, thus 
reinforcing the energies of the celebrant." 

The author concludes this part of her discussion 
ns follows : 

*We thus see that the outer part of the sacra- 
ment is of very great importance. Real changes are 
made in the materials used. They are made the 
vehicles of energies higher than those which natu- 
rally belong to them; persons approaching them, 
touching them, will have their own etheric and 
subtle bodies affected by their potent magnetism, 
and will be brought into a condition very receptive 
of higher influences, being tuned into aecord with 
the lofty beings connected with the Word and the 
Sign used in consecration: beings belonging to the 
invisible world will be present during the sacra- 
mental rite, pouring out their benign and gracions 
influences; and thus all who are worthy partici- 
pants in the ceremony—sulliciently pure and de- 
voted to be tuned by the vibrations caused—-will 
find their emotions purified nnd stimulated, their 
spirituality quickened, and their hearts filled with 
peace, by coming into such close touch with the 
unseen realities.”

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SVE principles that govern the Universe 
are exact, inexorable and eternal; God 
is Changeless. All of its operations are 
beneficent in motive and intent; God is 
Good. Duality of appearance is repre- 
sentative always of unity of principle; 
God is One. 

It is impossible to conceive of God as other than 
perfect and changeless, And, equally, it is impos- 
sible to regard the visible universe in its entirety 
as any less perfect. And although creation and ex- 
change are constant and eternal, at each and every 
instant the visible universe is in complete harmony 
with itself. Each change is accompanied by a com- 
pensating exchange; while action and reaction are 
equal ever. 

The full or Infinite consciousness of this inherent 
perfection is confined to the abstract plane of Being, 
and does not pertain to the other planes of Conscious- 
ness. Eternal creation registers gradual and ever 
continuing unfoldment to consciousness of the un- 


conscious harmonies of Being. 

Each manifestation of life possesses a conscious- 
ness of some degree of its inherent perfection, and 
the evolutionary development of life (all develop- 
ment being confined to the planes of existence) 
records a constant unfoldment of consciousness. 

Consciousness has developed with the broaden- 
ing of life’s environment and the ies ton of en- 
vironment's responses. With the enlargement of 
consciousness life has unfolded to a constantly in- 
creasing knowledge of its inherent perfection and 
harmony. The eternal perfection of the Infinite is 
being approached continually by the finite; and, of 
all forms of life, man is most conscious of his innate 
and inherent perfection. 

Development of consciousness is a matter of in- 
dividual soul unfoldment. All change or growth 
fundamentaly is soul unfoldment, and every 
change in outward manifestation is a result in exaet 
relation and correspondence with its fundamental 
cause, As ema and internal development are 
in correspondence ever, and as one without the 
other is impossible, the conclusion is inevitable 
that manifestation—including environment, activ- 
ity and experience—is essential to soul unfoldment. 

Each Soul follows its self-chosen path of unfold- 
ment, however closely it may approximate that of 
another. Each Soul must learn for itself. One 
Soul may suggest for another, and the other may ac- 
cept and adopt the suggestion. But the suggestion 
is unimportant until it has been accepted. The one 
is responsible only for making the suggestion, more- 
over, and the other responsible only for accepting it. 

While each Soul is responsible for the suggestions 
it makes to another, it is not responsible for the re- 
sults of the other's appropriation of them. One’s 
motive determines the spiritual return he shall re- 
ceive, and one's wisdom measures his physical and 
material compensations. It happens constantly, 
therefore, that pains and disappointment are the 
accompaniments of spiritual unfoldment. 

Each individual Soul is inseparable from Univer- 
sal Spirit; and, as Life is a unit, all of its parts have 
identical attributes and interests. Whatever assists 
one Soul to a greater unfoldment assists all. Since 
the object of life is growth or soul unfoldment, it is 
most advantageous to each Soul to think and act for 
the benefit of all. 

As each Soul must develop individually, and is 
helping others as it helps the Self, that conduct in 
thought and action is most beneficial whieh affords 
to others, posilively the greatest opportunities for, 
and negatively the fewest obstacles to, soul unfold- 
ment. 

One does not cease to place obstacles in the way 
of others, and therefore of the Self, until he has 
come to a realization of his essential unity with God, 
or oneness with the Universe. Then only does he 
realize, not alone his own inherent perfection, but 
that of each and every other Soul. Then only 
does he live his own life to the best advantage of the 
Self and others. 

To the degree that one is dominated by the con- 
ception of duality must he place obstacles in the 
way of others. He acts from the point of view of 
opposition and a sense of discord and inharmony. 
His recognition of discord prompts activities that 
have discord as their basis, and this results in in- 
tensified manifestations of discord. Sooner or 
later, however, this must lead to a greater recog- 
nition of inherent harmony and to one’s realization 
of unity with that with which formerly one was in 
apparent opposition, 

low can one Soul assist another? By one's sug- 
gestions of truth and by promoting opportunities 
and offering inducements for their manifestation by 
others. Whatever suggests to another a greater 
conception of truth than he realizes consciously is 
of advantage to him. Similarly, whatever facili- 
tates another’s manifestation of these greater con- 
ceptions is beneficial And, negatively, that which 


brings to another a realization of the ugliness of his 
present manifestation, and renders it less attractive, 
is of service to him, 

In other words, whatever impels toward the com- 
parative light of greater truths is to the Soul's ad- 
vantage, and whatever impels toward the compara- 
tive gloom of lesser truths is to its detriment. 
And in whichever direction one assists another he 
assists the Self. 

In carrying these principles into operation neces- 
sarily one must follow the guide of principle rather 
than appearance. One must “sacrifice” the lesser 
to the greater gain. One must subordinate the 
temporary to the permanent. One must even be 
willing to inflict upon another such temporary dis- 
comforts as may be necessary preliminaries to his 
more permanent comfort. 

If one is to live to the best advantage, he must 
control and direct his emotions, and they must be 
ready servants of the understanding. That one's 
emotions dominate him, and are not controlled, 
denote that he is following appearance rather than 
principle, It is when principle 
that the emotions possess iutel 
and intensity. 

These principles are not difficult of application 
on the distinetively mental plane. It is obvious 
that affirmative and constructive thoughts— 
thoughts of love, peace, strength and harmony—are 
elevating and Advantageous to others; while nera- 
tive and destructive thoughts—thoughts of hate, 
strife, weakness and discord—are depressing and 
detrimental. And to the extent that one’s con- 
structive thoughts predominate does he affect 
others beneficially and lighten their burdens. 

The application of these principles on the plane of 
manifestation is difficult, for the reason that one 
is liable to be misled by appearance and by uncon- 
trolled emotions. Is it of advantage to another 
that he be relieved of incentives to activity, or that 
he be excused from solving the problems of life that 
confront him? Is it beneficial that his load be 
transferred to the shoulders of another? When is 
interference in another’s life justifiable? 

All physical and material burdens are lifted. as 
the sense of burden is dispelled. Whatever the load 
carried, it is not a burden as long as it falls within 
one’s consciousness of strength. One’s conduct to- 
ward others, therefore, should be designed primarily 
to promote in them such a sense of strength as will 
prevent or dispel the sense of burden. 

If one tolerate or cultivate a consciousness of in- 
ability to carry more than a hundred pounds, the 
sense of burden commences when that limit is ex- 
ceeded. But if his consciousness be extended so 
that it include the excess—whatever this may be— 
the sense of burden is eliminated. And to the ex- 
tent that each lives his own life, others are enabled 
to live theirs to the best advantage. 

If obstacles and difficulties were inflictions from 
without, love and justice would dictate that one 
remove them physically whenever opportunity per- 
mitted. But they are the very reverse of this. 
They are opportunities and tests designed bene- 
ficially to develop one's strength and promote one's 
happiness. And yet there are occasions when it is 
advisable to relieve others directly of the physical 
burdens they are carrying. 

There are mental and physical conditions in 
which one is unable practically to realize his in- 
herent strength. One’s self-imposed limitations 
may have become so crystallized that he is quite 
unable—at the time—to awaken his consciousness 
to a greater realization of his inherent powers. Un- 
der such conditions the burdens of others should 
be gently and lovingly lifted from their shoulders, 
in order that they have more favorable opportuni- 
ties for Self-realization. 

Indiscriminate charity and promiscuous alms- 
giving evidence lack of esteem for one's fellow-be- 
ings. They may serve to still the conscience tem- 
pore, but they denote one's comparative indif- 
erence to the enduring or soul welfare of others. 
They tend to intensify in others the consciousness 
of weakness and burden. They make idlers, pau- 
pers and outcasts, and they degrade both giver and 
receiver. 

The question of burden or no burden is entirely a 
matter of proportion and relation, When one's 
strength is more than equal to the demands made 
upon it there is no recognition of burden; and this 
is the condition tliat prevails always when one ac- 
quires the sense of right relation and adjusts de- 
mands from the standpoint of principle. As this 
consciousness of inherent strength is unfolded the 
path of life is smoothed, and the soul rises trium- 
phantly above the sense of toil and burden.

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The Ideal Young Woman 


Results of Letters Sent Out Given by Dr. Harlan 
in a Sermon 


In the First Church of Christ, Brooklyn, re- 
cently, the Rev. M. E. Harlan, LL.D., gave a lecture 
on “The Ideal Young Woman," from the young 
man's standpoint. The sermon was based on re- 
plies from young men from all parts of the coun- 
try to whom questions had been sent. A few young 
women were also asked to answer, to see how nearly 
they would agree with the young men. The fol- 
lowing per cent. markings show the line of thought 
suggested by the questions. One hundred per cent. 
of both sexes say the ideal must be & Christian; 
TT per cent. of the young men say she will neither 
use slang nor lead a poodle; 100 per cent. say wine- 
drinking and profanity spoil her from being ideal; 
SS per cent. include card-playing and dancing as 
things to be denied her; 100 per cent. say the ideal 
must have a knowledge of housekeeping as an 
accomplishment, whether she use it or not. Every 
young man stands for housekeeping as against the 
hotel or boarding-house life; 70 per cent. would 
educate her in a mixed school, so as to give her & 
broader view of life. Monasteries for men or con- 
vents for women do not prepare them for greatest 
usefulness, All the young women answering pre- 
ferred the mixed school. Sixty per cent. of the 
young men advocate the same standard of morals 
for both sexes; 60 per cent. say both sexes should 
have equal liberties. The things most universally 
agreed upon by the young men as to what they 
admired in women were truthfulness, sincerity, 
character and womanliness; 70 per cent. gave shal- 
lowness as woman's most common fault, and 30 
per cent. named fickleness. (One young fellow 
soon to be married said he could find no fault.) 
Gossip, lack of purpose, selfishness and insincerity 
were the most common faults named by the young 
women; 60 per cent. of the men and 80 per cent. of 
the young women would allow their ideal to vote. 

"So far as known these young men represent 
lawyers, ministers, college and high-school students, 
college and university professors, and government 
and commercial clerks. Other professions may be 
represented not known to me. Below are the an- 
swers, with the name of the State or county imme- 
diately following each answer." Dr. Harlan quoted 
from the letters, a few extracts being here given: 

“Wine-drinking and card-playing are the curse 
of the land. I am against them for her.”—Halifax. 
“No ideal young man wants a woman for a wife 
who dances, plays cards or drinks wine. These 
haye been the starting points of many a young 
woman's falL."—New York. “ ‘Home, Sweet Home’ 
(with variations) was always sweeter to me when 
executed by fingers which I knew could help make it 
sweeter and nearer and better by their skill in the 
domestic arts.”"—Kansas. “Judge her by the same 
standard by which we ought to judge young men. 
Allowing her sex, let her have all the liberties which 
a young man ought to have.”—North Carolina.

The only criticism we can offer is that the price of thc 
book ought to have been higher. It is really a priceless 
book to any earnest soul. 
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HERE is great significance in the good 
old custom of beginning every impor- 
taut undertaking, of starting each 
day with prayer. In these days, when 
many have outgrown the terminology 
of the older prayers, there is a ten- 
dency to omit prayer altogether,- In 

many families the habit of prayer has been kept up 
as a matter of form, while its value has been for- 
gotten. It is important to consider the function 
of prayer in all times and places, in order that its 

ermanent element may be distinguished from its 
forms and misuses. 

It is a superficial reaction against the eustom of 
offering prayer to allege that the language in which 

ravers are expressed is sentimental and absurd. 
The language of prayer is incidental. It takes the 
form of man's beliefs. When man believed in an 
overruling Providence who could do anything, it 
was customary to ask for all sorts of foolish things. 
It seemed necessary to inform God just who were ill 
in the parish, and to pray for certain specified per- 
sons in & specified way. The growth of the con- 
ception of natural law has had much to do with the 
change of attitude in regard to these prayers; for, 
in a universe where all things are provided according 
to law, it is of course absurd to persist in asking for 
the unlawful. The old conception of Providence 
has gone, and with it the notion that God needs to 
be informed concerning the needy and the sinful. 
Man now believes in the God of uniformity and sys- 
tem, hence he no longer expects God to upset the 
divine order to suit his caprice. But a new concep- 
tion of Providence has come forward, and the reason 
for prayer is as persuasive as ever. No true prayer 
was ever a capricious or selfish thing. Nor does 
true prayer consist in mere petition. 

From the point of view of form, the older prayers 
were decidedly inconsistent and un-Christian. One 
of the fundamental propositions of the Christian 
faith as set forth by Jesus is the declaration that the 
Father already knows what things we have need of 
before we ask Him, that all things have been pro- 
vided, that His loving care is perfect. Since all 
things have been arranged in accordance with the 
highest wisdom, no man clothed in his right mind 
would have them changed. Since that loving care 
applies even to the sparrow, to the little details, and 
to the morrow, there is nothing to be added. Any 

rayer, then, which shows the least distrust, the 

east tendency to regulate things, is un-Christian. 

The conception of a law-zoverned universe is as 

clear and explicit in Jesus’ sayings as it could be 

made. Man need not have waited until modern 
science had taught the reign of law to see that the 
old idea of Providence is not a true conception. 

Providence means a looking ahead. "The contin- 

gencies of life are provided for far in advance, not 

when they arise and when an over-anxious man in- 
forms anignorant God, Providence is wisdom, and 
the wisdom of the divine order is eternal. 

According to the conception of prayer which Jesus 
makes so persuasively clear, prayer does not and 
cannot change or improve anything in the divine 
order. The human part is not to alter or to im- 
prove, but to discover and to follow. Jesus makes 
& number of emphatic statements about certain 
kinds of public prayers, uttered for effect, which 
rule out certain prayers frequently heard in our 
churches as “vain repetitions,” The true prayer 
is uttered “in secret," that is, it is an affair of the 
heart. One must first turn aside from the world 
of show and self-seeking, and take a certain attitude 
of soul. This may be done in public, or in solitude. 
The essential is that humble, receptive attitude 
which puts one in a position to become aware of 
that which has “already been provided.” 

Prayer does make a difference, then. Tt has its 
lace, a very necessary place, in the religious life. 
Jut it makes a difference with man, not with God 

orthe universe. For man forgets that the provi- 
dence of God applies to all things. He wanders 
away in pursuit of his own little plans. The great 
resource 15 to drop all that, seek the solitudes of the 
spirit, in the inner world, meditate on the wisdom of 
God, and once more feel the forward rhythm of the 
divine life, as it earries all things forward to com- 
pletion. That which is discerned within, in the 
secret place of the Most High shall presently be 
made known openly, in the external life. The re- 
ward shall be in proportion to the prayer, that is, in 
secordanee with the receptivity, the adjustment to 
the divine rhythm. In so far as the prayer is ùt- 
tered in a forgiving spirit, the result will be of the 
same character, 

But should one express the prayer in definite 
words? Should one ask for specific things? Cer- 
tainly. From one point of view, even the old peti- 
tions were true prayer. The form of words matters 
little if the right spirit is put into them. Prayer is a 
certain attitude, an attidute toward the ideal. It 
is worship. It lifts the mind into a higher ‘state, 
pufs it into a certain spirit. The world of prayer 


is a large, universal world. We may not receive 
srecisely what we ask for, or receive it when we ask 
for it. We cannot tell when our prayers may be 
answered, or how. But the essential is to put the 
soul once more into the divine current of things, in 
order that whatever may be wise shall come in its 
own good time. 

It is well to ask for specific things, because we then 
take a very definite attitude of worship and readi- 
ness. And it is as true as ever that our prayers are 
answered in a very wonderful way. Prayer is one 
of the factors in the law of spiritual supply and de- 
mand. Hereis a person, for example, who has re- 
sources to draw upon, power to impart, wisdom to 
give. Here is another who needs help. The first 
consecrates himself and his resources to the uses of 
the spirit. The second reaches out for help. Both 
put themselves into the divine current of things, 
so that one is guided to give, the other to receive. 
Both have fulfilled the divine will, yet God has 
changed nothing. 

The value of praver as the right beginning of 
things is therefore this: Knowing that there is a 
divine order in which all things have been provided, 
we naturally desire to lift the new undertaking to 
the higher fevel and launch it in the higher spirit. 
If it be not worth beginning with prayer, then we 
had better not begin it. Ifirreverent people looking 
on, forgetful of the value of prayer, scoff at the no- 
tion, then show by your conduct that the spirit of 
true religion is still abroad in the land. If there are 
young people present who smile at your supposed 
weakness when you begin the meal with a silent or 
spoken grace, let them once more feel the spirit of 
reverence which is so often Jacking in these days. 
If you would have your day be all that it can be, if 
you would sleep the sleep of the little child, com- 
ménd your spirit unto the Father in the good old- 
fashioned way. Even if you have persuaded your- 
self that God is some sort of impersonal “Absolute,” 
be human again, and pray to God as the Father, and 
make the relation as personal as you please. The 
God of the heart is the true God, anyway, so you 
may as well disregard the abstruse arguments of 
the would-be philosophers. God answers prayer as 
much as He ever did, and He has been answering it 
all down through the ages, because all down through 
the ages it has been necessary for man to seek re-ad- 
justment with the Father. Man has not been able 
to run his life alone. The divine spirit has ever 
moved upon him. It is ever ready to aid, On the 
God-ward side the power that is active in prayer is 
unceasing in its good works. The man who prays 
* without ceasing" is the man who ever carries about 
with him the realization that *my Father worketh 
hitherto and I work." Thus prayer is part of the 
creative life of God. It reveals the divine grace, 
and the divine grace is no respecter of persons, 

From the point of view of form, the Lord's Prayer 
is unsatisfactory, for it asks God not to lead man 
into temptation, and of course God would not do 
that. But prayer is to be understood in the spirit, 
not by the letter. The Lord's Prayer expresses the 
aspiring spirit in its desire for liberty. The form 
matters little. Some of the recorded prayers of 
Jesus, when the crucifixion was near, seem a little 
strange when we consider who it was that uttered 
them. But in those prayers the human self is re- 
vealed in its ascent to the divine as it is revealed 
nowhere else in all literature. The supreme prayer 
is the consecration of the soul where the way is in- 
deed hard. To. travel upon that way even Jesus 
found it necessary to go apart into the mountain to 
pray. If he needed it, how much more do wel 
And there is no problem in the wide range of our 
needs and difficulties which will not be carried 
forward to its solution by taking it up into the mount 
of prayer. Never mind, then, if your words often 
fall below the standard, and reveal inconsistencies. 
The essential is to pray, really to pray. Do that, 
and the other things shall be added.

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lux formation of the animal type from the form- 
less bits of slime that constituted the first atom of 
life depended on the habits of the locomotion ac- 
quired. 

'They all started from the common accidental de- 
vice of excrescences protruding beyond the outline of 
the body, against which floating bodies lodged and 
were thence absorbed; but in one type the tendency 
was developed to produce these excrescences im 
partially on all sides of the body, thus producing 
ultimately radiate creatures like starfish and polypi, 
while another type had the advantage, as it proved, 
of acquiring the habit of annexing its food “end 
on,” so to speak. As ages passed, innumerable 
variations of this type were doubtless produced, 
but it seems that, again, two only survived. One 
of these attained mobility and safety—for at a very 
early period those only began to survive who could 
protect themselves against the absorptive faculties 
of their neighbors—in a jointed and hardened integ- 
ument; while the other type had the joints and the 
stiffening inside. From the former type have de- 
scended all such creatures as worms, woodlice, lob- 
sters and insects; and with these we have no further 
concern. 

Our ancestor belonged to the other type, for he 
was undoubtedly a person with his stiffening inside, 
else what should we be doing for backbones? He 
still lived in the shallows of the vast sea, propelling 
himself through the water by the wagegling of his 
body; but as ages passed, one member of the family 
acquired the habit of scrambling over the mud by 
means of projections, which in succeeding genera- 
tions were improved into rudimentary limbs, stif- 
fened by lateral prolongations of the stiffening in- 
side. That is why our legs and arms are jointed to 
our backbones. Perhaps the modern goggle-eyed 
mudfish, which wobbles and wallows in the slimy 
mangrove swamps of the East, most nearly repro- 
duces in outline the first great advance made by our 
ancestors, after they had acquired jointed back- 
bones and rudimentary limbs; and, though the 
snakes have dispensed with limbs altogether, and 
the fishes have modified them to fins, our branch 
of the family undoubtedly made the wiser choice in 
attaching less importance to the waggling of their 
hinder end as a means of progression than to the 
use of those lateral processes which have become 
our limbs. The wisdom of the choice may not have 
been obvious at first; but the blessings of evolution 
generally come in disguise. Indeed, to the philoso- 
her of those days, had there been one, it might even 
iave seemed that when at an earlier stage our pa- 
rents neglected the vegetable habit of safely plant- 
ing themselves upon a suitable spot, they made à 
serious mistake, and he would have pointed to the 
striking contrast between the luxuriance of vegeta- 
tion compared with the struggling life of the crawl- 
ing creatures at its roots. Even to-day, if it were 
merely a question of the difference between the 
mangrove tree and the mudfish, which paddles 
about under its tangled branches, the advantage 
might not to a casual observer from another planet 
seem to be all on the side of the mudfish. But we 
who have also chosen locomotion, and to that end 
have adopted the system of backbone and limbs, 
know that, whatever pleasures plants may enjoy, 
they can know little of the joys of hunting, fighting 
and love-making, the trinity of funetions which con- 
stitute animal *'life,' Indeed, from the animal's 

int of view the majority of plants might just as 
well be dead for all the pleasure which they can 
have, and yet the only difference between the earli- 
eat animal and the earliest plant, children of a com- 
mon parent, was that they chose different methods 
of obtaining nutriment. 

And at every subsequent parting of the branches 
of the genealogical tree of humanity we can see how 
by chance our ancestors always had forced upon 
them that which was the best for the future. When 
for instance, the members of our branch of the fam- 
ily began to crawl about clumsily on dry land, drag- 
ging heavy tails after them, how clumsy and foolish 
they must have appeared in comparison with their 
cousins who retained aquatic habits and swiftly 
darted hither and thither through the water with à 
waggle of the body and sweep of the wide tail! 
Even when the burden of the tail grew less and the 
limbs became more prominent and powerful—a 
transformation whieh we may see repeated each 
spring in the development of the frog from the tad- 
pole—how small the advantage would have ap- 
peared to a philosopher of the period! Indeed, com- 
paring the types of frog and crocodile, it is more 
than likely that he would have given preference to 
the saurian. But the highest evolution arises from 
the successful negotiation of the greatest obstacles; 
as we may see in the superiority of our hardy North- 
ern races, who have always been compelled to labor 
in order to live, over the uncivilized inhabitants of 
luxuriant regions where the problem of livelihood 

resents no difficulties. So long as monkeys can 
ive like monkeys they will remain monkeys; but 
the hard struggle for existence may teach them, too, 
as it has taught us, to acquire new powers in order 
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to escape extinction, and then they will cease to be 
monkeys, though they will not be men, They 
parted company from us at the last corner in our 
difficult journey, and there are no short-cuts to re- 
cover lost ground in evolution. And we cannot 
help feeling sorry for the monkeys, because it 
really seems as if this particular turning was the only 
one of real importance since our: common ancestor 
elected by accident to have his stiffening inside in- 
stead of outside, Between the eating, fighting and 
love-making of the crocodile, the eagle, the.lion, or 
the whale, and that of the monkey, there does not 
seem much difference; and what other joy in life has 
he which they have not? He has, in fact, gained 
nothing by belonging to our branch of the family 
when we discarded our tails ss means of locomotion ; 
retained our four limbs for the purpose of running 
on the ground instead of flapping two of them like 
birds; and learned to use our toes for the purpose of 
grasping. The originator of the monkey family 
may indeed have considered, if he thought about 
the matter at all, that our ancestor was much to be 
pitied when he began to abandon the use of his hind 
toes in this way, for the greater convenience of a 
flat foot in running or walking. And no doubt the 
abandonment was quite involuntary on our part. 
It may be that our ancestor was driven forth to find 
his living in a treeless land, where he aequired the 
habit of running hungrily after the prey on which 
he was forced to subsist, in place of fruit plucked 
without effort in the primeval forests. 

Perhaps it was in some such chase that— possibly 
in a fit of anger such as balked monkeys fall into— 
he seized his first missile and flung it, with the hap- 
piest effect, at his escaping dinner. Hence the art 
of hunting and the use of weapons. And famili- 
arity with the weapon in time suggested its use as 
a tool, the earliest application of the tool being 
doubtless analogous to carving-knife or hammer, to 
divide a slaughtered animal among the family or 
to smash through the hard shell of a turtle or mol- 
lusk. Speech was first evolved by the necessities of 
combination to guard against enemies; for an animal 
which had learned to use the lethal weapons, mis- 
siles and tools ceased to be dependent upon either 
his personal agility or powerful teeth for the pur- 
poses of offense and defense.

intensify disease when laymen apply it who do not 
know when to use it and when not to do so. The 
influence of hypnotic suggestion diminishes in pro- 
portion to popular knowledge of it. It is most 
powerful when regarded by a subject as marvelous 
and supernatural. The commission also notes that 
hypnotism is less used than formerly.—New York 
Herald (Berlin cable).

Franklin Steiner: “Reason and ex- 
perience.” Dean Dudley: “A scientific encyclo- 
pedia, compiled by men like Spencer and Huxley.”

The Universalist Leader, commenting on this 
miscellaneous assortment of views, finds in them 
the expression of a definite tendency in modern 
thought, but declares it to be a tendency that can 
result only in a “chaos of moral philosophy and an 
observation of simple, definite, straightforward 
moral discrimination." It continues: 

“One plain truth is that the morality of the 
world, even its conventional morality, is the product 
of the long ages of toil and suffering. Marriage and 
marriage laws may be imperfect and often a fail- 
ure, but there is a bottomless pit just beyond the 
repudiation of these. It is well to see just where 
we are going. In all this tumult about the author- 
ity of the Bible let us keep clearly in mind the drift 
of things. Whatever the critics may say, the mass 
of mankind need and must have some simple, direct 
specific moral precepts. Without superstition, or 
the suspicion that because a thing is written in the 
Bible it is different from the same thing out of the 
Bible, we may affirm that in all literature and all

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life there is nothing to compare in simplicity, direct- 
ness and universality with the Decalog and Beati- 
tudes, Thou shalt not kill, steal, bear false wit- 
ness, commit adultery, or covet, are things con- 
cerning which the intelligence of the average man 
will not go astray if let alone. The Golden Rule 
can be understood by a child, and sages do not get 
beyond it. One can easily understand the protest 
against that interpretation of the Bible which 
counts covenants, sacrifices, doctrines, or Church 
government above plain morality, while at the same 
time he may prize these old codes of conduet which 
are the landmarks of the Book as the finest things 
in the moral history of man. 


“We need a revival. Social radicals need a re- 
viva]. There is chaos and disorder among those 
who jauntily tilt at moral opinions or conyen- 
tionalities, which are the products of ages of ex- 
perience. We need a revival of ‘brains’ and *com- 
mon sense.” We need to get down to the funda- 
mental proposition that while we regard Spencer, 
Huxley and Walt Whitman as friends of truth, we 
are not ready to substitute them for Moses and 
Jesus as the moral lawgivers of the race. We*need 
only to compare these replies of the critics of the 
Bible with the Decalog and Beatitudes to see how 
infinitely superior to their critics are the makers 
of the Bible in moral profundity, universality, sim- 
plicity, directness and grandeur.”

His evolution is the evolution of the ego 
back to individuality, Human intelligence must 
conceive of à starting point, so science accepts the 
atom. as that point. All atoms of one ego belong 
to each other by the law of their affinity. And all 
atoms have two powers; that is, attraction and 
vibration. 

Attraction in its highest form is soul, and vibra- 
tion is known to us as energy or force, 

All atoms are of equal power, but when two 
atoms in affinity are drawn into cohesion a primi- 
tive organization is formed and the power of the 
atom is doubled. Now, the organization is strong 
and attracts to itself an atom not in affinity 
with itself. Here discord arises and discord is 
death to the organization, So the atoms dis- 
organize to reorganize on a higher plane. For they 
retain the power they have gained. 

This is the first death and the first manifestation 
of unlove: 

Even here the organization had nothing only 
what it attracted to itself.

Telepathy 

Prorgssor LownBRosO contributes to a recent 
number of the Archivio di Psichiatria, of which he is 
the editor, the two following cases of what he re- 
gards as telepathy.

Nor 
was there any means of tranquilizing him. He set 
out for Asti, where he learned that his mother had 
died of apoplexy at noon on the 3d of August. The 
deceased herself a few vears previously had abruptly 
quitted her work, in the month of July, 1899, be- 
cause she saw that her daughter had something the 
matter with her head and she wanted to go and see 
her. In fact, she found her daughter had been at- 
tacked with erysipelas.
